@ QUESTION OF VERACITY BETWEEN 
SPEAKER AND LISTENER. 


JS CALL A HARD MONEY MAN? 


That Is the Question Which Has Been Pre- 
cipitated Upon the People—Telegrams 
from Washington of Importance. 


TALLAHASSE, Fla., April 10.—[Special.]— 
To President Rogers’s “bugle call” to the al- 
liancemen in the Florida legislature on yes- 
terday was appended a letter from H. A. Dun- 
ning, of The National Economist, stating that 
Senator Call had used the following words in 
their office in Washington: “God made 
money ; that gold was the only real money in 
existence; that he was opposed to paper 
money in any form, excepting that of national 
banks; that he was opposed to the subtreasury 
plan, and all efforts of like character; that 
there seemed nothing in the demands of the 
alliance that he could approve, even to the 
free unlimited coinage of silver.’’ 

To this Senator Call rephed, in a circular 
letter, that Dunning’s statement was ‘‘an un- 
qualified and absolute and malicious falsehood, 
and that no such expression was ever used by 
him and no such opinions ever entertained.” 

THE ISSUE MADE. 

The issue made created a sensation, which 
intensifies the senatorial contest. This morn- 
ing the following telegrams were contained in 
The Daily Floridian: 

Mann, Tallahassee, 
Fla.: Senator Cali did, in my presence, state that 
gold and silver were the only safe basis for §circu- 
lating mediums, and that the present national 
banking system was a good and safe one, leaving 
the impression that he did not favor the sub- 
treasury plan.

He declared that he was prepared 
to subscribe $1,000 to a fund for that purpose, 
and thathe knew prominent business men 
who would raise an additional $50,000. When 
asked whether he was about to leave the city 
he cried: 

“No, sir! I am in politics, and I am going 
to remain in this city for two years more. I 
am in politics!’’ . 

THEY WERE DISTANCED. 


The Republican Party and the New Aus- 
tralian Ballot Law. _ : 

Sr. Louis, April 10.—As a result of Tues- 
day’s election, the republican party is now de- 
barred of representation at the polis and will 
be ignored in the selection of judges and clerks 
atthe next election. Under the new Aus- 
tralian ballot law, the party failing to secure 
one-third of the total vote cast is debarred from 
all privileges and representation. In Tues- 
day’s elections the democrats and municipal 
independents poled the main vote, the repub- 
licans casting only 10,000, one-quarter of the 
total number. Recorder of Votes Carlisle says 
he will recognize the independent movement 
as'a distinct political party, and accept its 
nominations in the same manner as those 
of the other parties, if it cares to place a 
ticket before the voters at the next election. 
In this case, he says, he will divide the judges 
and clerks equally between the democrats and 
independents, and throw the republicans out 
of every precinct. .

A CHANGE OF VENUE 


Asked by Clay King Who Killed David H. 
Poston. 


Mempuis, Tenn., April 10.—[Special.]—The 
case of C. H. Clay King, for the murder of 
David H. Poston, was called this morning in 
the criminal court. The tragedy occurred in 
March. King shot Poston down on Main 
street without warning, and without any other 
cause than that Poston had many months pre- 
viously, in the capacity of counsel for the 
widow of General Gideon J. Pillow, made a 
Spirited fight in the courts on King. 

All the facts of the killing and the cause 
thereof were printed in the dailies and are 
fresh in the minds of the public. King has 
been very sick since the tragedy, but has re- 
covered. He looks thin and pale but he holds 
himself defiantly, and apparently has no fear 
of the result of his trial whatever it may be. 
The courtroom this morning was filled with 
lawyers and relatives of the dead man and the 
defendant. King’s counsel are chancery law- 
yers, Judge J. M. Greer, Judge T. W. Brown, 
Lee Thornton, Andrew G. Weatherford. 

The attorney general is assisted by Congress- 
man Josiah Patterson, General Luke E. 
Wright and Colonel George Gantt. 

Before the work of selecting a jury was 
begun Colonel King’s attorney submitted and 
read to the court an aftidayit from the defend- 
ant setting forth anaverment that owing to 
the intensity of feeling against him in Shelby 
county on account of the killing of David 
Poston, alleged to have been committed by 
himself, that it is an impossibility for him to 
get a fair and impartial trial in said county. 
The affidavit consisted,in part,of clippings from 
the local and editorial columns of the newspa- 
pers, which he averred were unfairly severe in 
commenting on the killing and unduly sensa- 
tional in detailing the circumstances. The 
pictures of the tragic scene printed by the local 
press were included in the aftidavit. 

After the affidavit was read, the members of 
the venire of 150 men, summoned as jurors, 
were called and examined as to the 
truth oof i King’s claim that there 
existed such prejudice against him that 
a change of venue was neccessary to insure 
him a fair trial. One hundred of the venire- 
men were examined, and nine of the number 
could have qualified as jurors.. The examina- 
tion will be continued today, and the motion 
for a change of venue will probably be over- 
ruled. -King’s attorneys are averse to going to 
trial, and are expected to make as Many mo- 
tions to secure delay as possible. 


A LYNCHING BEB IN OHIO. = 


A Murderer T»ken From Jail by a Mob 
and Hi winged to a Limb. 

Kenton, O., April 10.—A mob containing 
from seventy-five to 100 men hung William 
Bales this morning at 2 o’clock. The mob was 
perfectly organized and drilled. It assembled 
at about 1 o’clock and stationed armed guards 
who allowed no one to pass their lines. A 
side door of the county jail was battered in 
and about seventy-five men entered. The 
sheriff was overpowered and the keys, after 
some search, were found. Bales’s cell door 
was opened and he was ordered to put on his 
trousers. He was then hurried across the 
road, a noose was adjusted, the rope thrown 
over a limb, Bales was pulled from his 
feet and left hanging. 

HIS APPEALS IN VAIN. 

He begged piteously while the noose was 
being adjusted, but the men were resolute. 
The mob was an orderly one, and did no further 
damages. They wore black hoods, concealing 


> their faces, long overcoats and rubber boots. 
- They had a leader, and were trained to sig- 


nals, and commanded entirely in whispers. 

About 3 o’clock the body was cut down, by 
order of Justice Rummel, and taken to the 
city hall. Balesand two accomplices Tues- 
day night, March 31st, murdered Edward 
Harper, a policeman, who was attempting to 
arrest Bales. His accomplices, Lake and Noel, 
were not molested. 

Bales was not considered very strong men- 
tally. Thelynching was not unexpected, but 
has been threatened for some time. 


TOUGH ON THE SHYSTER. 


One of the Points of Error in Jugiro’s 
Appeal. 

WASHINGTON, April 10.—The second appeal 
of Shibuya Jugiro, to the United States su- 
preme court, from the sentence by which he 
was condemned in New York state to death by 
means of electricity, came up in the supreme 
court today. The court heretofore refused to 
grant Jugiro a writ of habeas corpus, based on 
the contention that electricity was a cruel and 
unusual mode of punishment, and the present 
application is made on the ground that there 


were errors committed at the trial of Jugiro. - 


The case for the prisoner was _ sub- 
mitted on printed briefs by Roger M. 
Sherman, and Isaac H. Maynard made 
an oral argument in behalf of the 
state of New York. The points raised by Mr. 
Sherman were that Jugiro was sentenced 
before the mandate of the supreme court had 
gone down, and that the court, instead of 
giving Jugiro at his trial a man learned in 
law, had assigned him.as counsel “a fraudu- 
lent pretender who was there masqueradizg in 
the guise of a lawyer;’’ and that Japanese 
were excluded from the panel whence were 
drawn grand and petit juries. Counsel for the 
state maintained that Jugiro had not been de- 
nied any of his constitutional rights, and that 
the writ of habeas corpus cannot be issued 
upon any of the grounds of complaint set 
forth.

The fact of the preparation of Sec- 
retary Blaine’s reply is not only well under 
stood, but it is stated, moreover, that the sec+ 
retary’s letter was submitted to the president 
and his cabinet, and was_found to be satis« 
factory. | ? 

In view of these circumstances, it is asserted 
with considerable confidence that the letter of 
Secretary Blaine has already been sent to 
Marquis Rudini, though whetherit was com- 
municated by mail or telegraph is not known. 
If the former method were adopted, the Itatian 

remier, it is believed, was apprised of the 

act. Itis suggested also as very probable that 

intimations have been conveyed of the advisa- 
bility of conducting diplomatic negotiations 
between the two countries with less publicity, 
For these reasons it is thought to be almost 
impossible that the rumor in Rome can be 
correct.

The exercises of 
the congress will be free and open to the pub- 
lic. 

The assembling of the congress will be oneof 
the most notable gatherings of the year. Pront<*' 
inent men from all parts of the union will be 
present in attendance. Among the distin- 
guished speakers will be Governor Buckner, 
Hon. W. C. P. Breckinridge, Hon. Henry 
Watterson, Judge William Lindsay, of Ken- 
tucky; Dr. John Hall, of New York; Dr. J. 
H. Bryson, of Alabama; Hon. A. E. 
Stephenson, of Illinois; Rev. Stuart Atchison, 
of Toronto, Canada, and other well-known 
public men. 

The Scotch-Irish Society of America was 
organized at the first congress of the race held 
at Columbia, Tenn., in May, 1889, and has 
steadily grown until now it enrolls several 
hundred of the best men of the race in the 
United States and Canada, and has flourishing 
branch organizations in a number of states. 
The second congress, held at Pittsburg, Pa., 
last May, was attended by President Harrison 
and his cabinet, and was one of the most nota- 
ble gatherings ever held in. the United States 
in the number of distinguished men present 
and its beneficent effects.

Laborers on It. 


Lowpoy, April 10.—{Copyright, 1891, by 
The New York Associated Press.}—The gov- 
ernment, having succeeded in rushing the 
Irish land bill through the first stages when 
‘the Irish party was fighting on the question 


j of leadership, showsa determination to follow 


@ similar policy with the bill*in committee. 
Balfour’s action in using the weapon of cloture 
to abridge debate on the first clause, is as 
tyrannous an application of the ‘‘force ma- 
jeure’’ as the present government has given 
in dealing with parliament. The want of 
unity among liberals on several important 
points of the bill and diversity of opinion 
amongst Irish members add mightily to the 
government’s power to crush attempts at de- 
structive criticism of the details of the meas- 
ure. Ifthe cloture be liberally applied, as 
| Balfour’s action indicates it will, the conserva- 

tives boast that the business of the session will 
be completed at the end of June will be 
realized. 

Mr. Gladstone held a conference today with 
several McCarthyites on the line of opposition 
and the result of the meeting promises to re- 
store concerted action among opposition 
instead of every man fighting on individual 
responsibility. The adhesion of the Parnellite 
minority to the leading amendments proposed 
by the other sections of the opposition will 
further contribute to the fighting power of the 
liberals. Summed tp, liberal amendments 
upon which the struggle will proceed for 
several weeks to come, include the opposition 
to the use of local funds as guarantees for 
loans, and the objection to -the tenants’ in- 
surance fund, to the proposal to levy the 
amount of any deficiency on county rates, and 
to the exclusion of grazing farms from the 
operation of the measures. 

None of these amendménts are acceptable to 
the government, and after much talk each will 
be deteated inturn. The Irish landlords’ con- 
vention senta strong committee to keep the 
ministers firm to the landlords’ interest until 
the bill reaches the haven of the house of 
lords, 

THE LABOR COMMISSION. 

A close scrutiny of the personne! of the 
labor commission confirms the belief that the 
government does not intend to permit hazard- 
ous questions asto the basic relations of labor 
and capital to be considered. Roughly classi- 
fied, capital has fourteen representatives and 
labor thirceen. The house of commons 
listened with excited interest to the exposition 
of the scope of the commission’s inquiry. 

Mr. Smith stated that the commission would 
investigate a affecting the relations 
between employes and employer, and the con- 
ditions of labor raised during the recent trade 
disputes, and would report on the question 
whether legislation could with advantage be 
directed to remedy any evils disclosed. Natur- 
ally, in the lobby opinions and criticism on the 
. commission widely differed. 

The unionists argued’ that the scope is wide 
enough to embrace every point in the labor con- 
troversy and that members of the commission 
were impartially chosen, irrespective of social 
rank or political position, having special firm- 
ness to deal with the subjects to be considered. 
Radicals aud labor members of the house of 
commons are not satisfied. They complain 
that the list contains only six genuine labor 
representatives against eleven large employ- 
ers, whilst the sympathies of other members are 
on the side of the capital. The notable omis- 
sion of agricultural troubles and the absence 
of allusionin terms of reference to the land 
question stamp the commission as the creation 
of the cabinet of landlords. Mr. Davitt’s 
ee amongst the representatives would 

ave been a burdensome anomaly. Mr. Mann 
wants Lord Hartington to divide the commis- 
sion into five committees, each to have a 
section of the scope of inquiry so as to expe- 
dite the final report. 

Lord Hartington, who is notorious as 
“Chairman Faineant’’—he is noted as actually 


trouble. Whatever the real work of the com- 
mission accomplishes will fall upon Mr. Dale, 
an iron manufacturer and an able captain of 
industry, who is in full sympathy with the ar- 
tisans.

The presence of Ismay and Plimsoll 
denotes that the commission will deal with the 
seamen’s grievances. Mr. Shaw is unwilling 
to re-enter parliament, even with 
the chance of resuming the leadership 
of the anti-Parnellites. The struggle is too 
much embittered to suit Mr. Shaw. The per- 
sistent assertions of the Parneilites that the

The late appearance of Archbishop Logue’s 
declaration is explained as due to the fact that 
the administrator himself took part in the 
Parnell meeting which the archbishop de- 
nounced. 

PARNELL AND MRS. O'SHEA. 

The canard involving Miss O’Shea and Par- 
neli has ceased to be heard.

enry Labouchere, in moving to omit the 
word “guaranteed,” generally condemned the 
bill. Labouchere held that it was absurd to 
suppose that the feeling now existing against 
rents would diminish when England was sub- 
stituted for Irish landlords. Rent would then 
soon be called land tax, and then would 
be termed an attribute to an alien 
government. There would be a politi-. 
cal strike against rents. It would. 
be impossible to carry out the plan of whole- 
sale eviction, for even if the people are evicted 
from their holdings, nobody would take land 
from which former tenants had beeh evicted 
by the government. Therefore, practical! 
the only hope of repaymentof guaranteed lan 
stock would depend upon the good will of 
tenants. | 

Continuing, Mr. Labouchere said in sub-* 
stance that. allowing that £30,000,000 would 
amply cover the land purchase, why ought the 
state aid to be restricted toagriculture? There 
were plenty of people outside of the agricul- 
tural classes who would very much like to ob- 
tain aid from the state upon terms similar to 
those upon which it was proposed to grant aid 
tothe Irish agricuituralists.

THE CONDITION OF GRAIN. 


The Rain Prolonged the Time of Seeding 
of Wheat on the Atlantic Coast. 
WasuinGton, April 10.—The returns to the 
department of agriculture make the condition 
of winter wheat 96.9 andjof rye 95.4. The sea- 
son for seeding was favorable over the whole 
winter wheat area; the soil was generally 
easily worked, the seedbeds were prepared 
with unusual care, and the sowing was fol- 
lowed by gentle rains sufficient to properly 
pack the earth and insure prompt and perfect 
germination.

MR. RHUDY TALKS. 

The reports made people open their eyes 
wide and exclaim, ‘‘Is that so!” 

The jar containing the stomach of Mrs. 
Wimpee was kept during one night in the fur- 
niture store of Mr. W. A. Rhudy, and here, it 
was rumored, was the place where the em- 
balming fluid got in the jar, carried by Mr, 
Richards to Dr. White for examination. 

THE ConsTITUTION called on Mr. Rhudy. 

“Mr. Rhudy,’”’ said THe Constitution, ‘‘is 
the report true that embalming fluid, contain- 
ing arsenic, was poured into the jar where 
Mrs. Wimpee’s stomach was?” 

“I don’t know about that,” 
Rhudy. 

“Did any embalming fluid go into the jar?” 
asked the reporter. 

THE SUBJECT EXPLAINED. 

‘Well, I will tell you whatI know. The 
jar containing Mrs. Wimpee’s stomach was on 
the floor just there (pointing to the side of the 
stove). I took a bottle of embalming fluid, 
uncorked it, and sprinkled it around the office 
asa deodorizer. It smelt bad: It was Clark’s 
embalming fluid.

Judge Crisp as a Tariff Reformer. 

We print elsewhere today the report of 
an interview held with Congressman 
Charles F. Crisp by a staff correspondent 
of THE CONSTITUTION, together with 
some extracts from his admirable speeches 
on the tariff. It is all interesting, timely 
and conclusive. 

The course of Judge Crisp in congress 
and his record on the tariff question are 
perfectly well known to his own people. 
It is clear that his critics have not in- 
quired into the record that Judge Crisp 
made in congress as a tariff reformer, 
which shows the great injustice that they 
are doing to one of the most active and 
influential tariff reformers in the last 
house. 

It may be said here without reservation 
that the charges and. insinuations which 
have been made against the tariff record 
of Judge Crisp are slanderous inventions, 
circulated for the purpose of injuring him 
in his candidacy for the speakership—a 
candidacy that has behind it the support 
and sympathy of the sincerest tariff re- 
formers to be found in the country. The 
charges of Mr. Jones, the editor of The 
Republic, are so baseless, indeed, that he 
has reduced them to an absurd insinuation. 
The Republic admits that Judge Crisp 
voted for tariff reform—for the Mills 
bill—but it insists that he voted reluc- 
tantly. Such a statement as this is calcu- 
lated to demonstrate the remarkable abil- 
ity of Jones and his side-whiskers, and 
we believe that other demonstrations are 
forthcoming. What Jones didn’t know 
his psychological side-whiskers knew, and 
the side-whiskers were of the opinion that 
Judge Crisp voted ‘‘reluctantly.”’ 

The side-whiskers say he voted reluc- 
tantly for Carlisle and reluctantly for the 
Mills bill. Perhaps Jones will finally be 
driven into charging that Judge Crisp’s 
great speech against the McKinley bill 
was reluctantly made, and that his cam- 
paign speeches in Massachusetts were of 
the same character. There is this much 
to be said of Jones—he is an enthusiastic 
little creature when he is engaged in a 
piece of ugly work. In the case of Judge 
Crisp, Jones has carried his meanness 
farther than his employes bargained for. 
Not one of the other candidates for the 
speakership will endorse what Jones says 
about Judge Crisp—not one of them will 
state that the Georgia congressman, whose 
career in the house has won the admira- 
tion of the whole country, is not an en- 
thusiastic tariff reformer. Not a member 
of the last house, either democrat or re- 
publican, wili say that Judge Crisp was 
not foremost among those who were en- 
gaged in furthering the cause of tariff re- 
form. 

In this connection it is a remarkable 
fact that of the democratic members of 
the last house at least two-thirds are 
favorable to Judge Crigp’s candidacy for 
the speakership. This shows the weight 
of his record with the men who fought 
shoulder to shoulder with him in the great 
battle for tariff reform. 


Views of a Veteran Democrat. 

Mr. Louis N. Megargee, one of the best 
known newspaper men in the country, prints 
in The Continent, of New York city, the 
report of an interview which he recently 
held with Mr. William Dickson, a promi- 
nent and an influential democrat of Wash- 
ington, and a member of the democratic na- 
tional committee. The remarks of Mr. 
Dickson are of exceeding interest. Coming 
from a prominent politician, who has been 
an ardent admirer and supporter of Mr. 
Cleveland, they show the drift of sentiment 
' among the leading democratic workers. 

Mr. Dickson talked with unusual frank- 
ness. He said that if Mr. Cleveland were 
renominated he would work for him heart 
and soul; yet he feared that the ex-president 
: had butted himself out of the race. ‘No 
one, said Mr. Dickson, ‘questions his 
honesty, his integrity of purpose, or vo 
courageousness in public affairs, and yet 
there is a general feeling that he has made 
mistakes which have removed him from the 
field of probable candidates. He declared | 
a position upon the silver question ‘which, 
while courageous, was unnecessary and un- 
called for and therefore impolitic.”’ 


Another difficulty about the nomination 
naboultinn to Mr. Dick- 


that, in the event wy Geovasen success in 
1884, the carpetbag system of}government in 
the territories should be abolished. Yet 
they were not abolished, and Mr. Dickson is 
of the opinion that the republican senators 
from the new states of Montana and Wash- 
ington are the results of this fact. 

Then there was the non-partisan admin- 
istration of Mr. Cleveleland—the sincere 
effort on his part to carry out a species of 
civil service reform utterly and wholly im- 
practicable in a republic which depends on 
party government in the administration of 
affairs. Mr. Dickson is under the iupres- 
sion that Mr. Cleveland’s serious and disin- 
terested efforts in behalf of this deadly in- 
vention of mugwumpery chilled the en- 
thusiasm of the real democratic leaders and 
workers, and that the ex-president will lack 
the support and sympathy of this predomi- 
nating element if he seeks a renomination. 

Who, then, is to be the democratic nomi- 
nee? Mr. Dickson does not even mention 
the name of Governor Hill, but remarks 
with some emphasis that Senator Gorman, 
of Maryland, is a democrat of national re- 
nown, influence and importance. He goes 
farther, indeed, and declares that Senator 
Gorman is the most’préminent man in the 
democratic eye today. . Mr. Dickson also re- 
marked that Governor Pattison, of Penn- 
sylvania, isa factor to be seriously considered 
when the next democratic convention comes 
to select a candidate. 

We have synopsized these views of a 
democrat who is more influential than 
prominent in order that our readers may be 
treated to a glimpse of the drift of opinion 
in the inner circles of democracy.

A Boor at a Banquet. 

At a recent banquet of the Devonshire 
Congregational Union, at Tavistock, Eng., 
the Rev. M. P. Davies, who was in the 
chair, declined to propose the regular toast 
to the queen. He said that he could not 
conscientiously do it, nor would he propose 
the health of the prince of Wales and the 
other members of the royal family, as they 
were card players and gamblers. 

So Mr. Davies called on the Rev. Mr. 
Johnson to give the toasts. Mr. Johnson 
knew what was proper on such an occasion, 
and discharged the duty thrust upon him 
like a gentleman. 

Occasionally a crank like Mr. Davies 
sounds a discordant note ona social occasion 
by posing asa model of virtue, and attempt- 
ing to rebuke somebody. It does not enter 
his head that he should stay at home unless 
he is willing to conform to the etiquette of 
the entertainment to which he is invited, or 
the position which he accepts. Mr. Davies 
made the mistake of looking upon the queen 
and her family as private persons, when he 
should have regarded them simply in their 
public capacity. 

We have seen something of this .narrow- 
ness in our own country. The heads of the 
departments of government are sometimes 
very objectionable characters, but on public 
and social occasions a certain formal cour- 
tesy is due them, and the man who refuses 
to conform to the requirements of social 
custom makes a big mistake. 

In the Tavistock affair Mr. Davies man- 
aged to let everybody know that he wasa 
boor, but beyond that he accomplished 
nothing. 


The President’s Visit. 

Some two weeks ago,- in an editorial on 
President Harrison's contemplated southern 
tour, THE CONSTITUTION said that, while 
our people would have no gushing ovation 
for him, they would receive him with the 
respect due the chief magistrate of a great 
nation. 

Now, that the president is to be with us, 
in the course of a few days, it is in order to 
emphasize our former expressions of opinion 
on the subject of his visit. We cannot wel- 
come Mr. Harrison as a republican politician 
because his prejudices and his methods have 
been narrow and illiberal, and have worked 
great injustice to the south. Aside from all 
this, however, it will afford us pleasure to 
see the president of the United States within 
our gates, and he will receive a proper wel- 
come.

He will find that the old pas- 
sions and issues have given place to national 
and economic problems which we are work- 
ing out as well as we can. He will find 
throughout this fair land a spirit of tolera- 
tion, andthe true genius of progress. He 
will find he negroes contented, prosperous, 
and enjoying every educational advantage, 
while they are the equals of the whites be- 
fore the law. 

It will be good for the president to see 
these things with his own eyes. They can- 
not fail to convince him that he has done us 
an injustice. and it will be strange indeed if 
they do not cause a modification of his views 
and methods.

A recent issue of The Athens Banner tained 
some interesting interviews concerning the future, 


of the State university. Governor Northen, Messrs. 


Clark Howell, W. A. Hemphill and and Howard 
Van Epps, of Atlanta, and Mr. Peter W. Meldrim, 
of Savannah, were among those who expressed 
their views. The gist of what they said was that 
the university needs aid, that the institution * 
should grow with the common school system, 3 
that the general assembly ought to make li 
provision for that sort of higher education which — 
can be obtained only in a thoroughly equipped 
university. 

There is no doubt but that the State university 
needs aid, aud there is no doubt but that the gen- 
eral assembly should provide it. 

But the State university should not “grow with 
the common schools ;” it ought to grow independ- 
ently, and it ought to grow much more rapidly 
than would be possible in the case of the common 
schools. 

It is foolishness to require the blind to lead the 
blind. 

It is foolishness to require the uneducated to 
teach the uneducated. 

Knowledge can be imparted only by those who 
have knowledge.

Whatever differences there may be among thé 
friends of the common schools in Georgia as 
the reasons why those institutions are usually 
sided over by incompetent instructors, few deny 
that most of the instructors in question are nos 
capable of discharging the duties intrusted to 
them.

NEW WATERWORKS. 
A Water Power to be Developed and an 
Electric Plant for Lighting the 
City to Be Included. 
A water power. 
To run the pumps for Atlanta’s new water- 


works, 
And to supply power to light the city by 
plan developed for At- 


electricity. 

That is the latest 
lanta’s good. 

It means the saving of $50,000 now paid for 
lighting the city, besides great economy in con- 
ducting the proposed waterworks. 

City Engineer Clayton and Mr. Richards, 
superintendent of the waterworks, devised the 
plan in making the last survey from the Chat- 
tahoochee river, which survey has just been 


-completed. 


This is the, plan and survey that will be 
adopted by the water commissioners and 
council. 

That is, it will be adopted if the opinions of 
Superintendent Richards and Engineer Clay- 
ton are regarded in the matter. 

Enough money can be saved to the city by 
this plan to more than pay the interest on the 
bonds issued to build the new waterworks. 

Besides, Mr. Richards says the plan is, ac- 
cording to his estimate, greatly more satisfac- 
tory than any other heretofore discussed. 

This being so, the city has done well in 
thoroughly investigating the situation before 
settling upon any plan. 

Here is a running outline of the plan: 

The water supply, of course, is to be taken 
from the Chattahoochee river. 

At Randall’s shoals, above Peachtree creek, 

& dam is to be constructed to furnish the water 
power. 
_ A race is to be run from this down to what 
is known as Long Island creek, where the 
first _— and pumping station is to be lo- 
cated. 

From this first station the water is to be 
pumped, water being the motive power used, 
to a second station on Casey’s hill, over an 


‘elevation of 285 feet. 


_ Then from Casey’s hill to the city the eleva- 
tion is only fifteen feet. 

Power is tobe transmitted from the first 
station at Long Island creek to the second sta- 
tion on Casey’s hill by electricity. The elec- 
tric plant will be located atthe first station 
and the machinery in the second station is to 
be propelled by electricity. 

a city will be lighted from this plant 
&1SO, 

The strain on the pumping machinery at the 
first station, Mr. Richards says, will be much 
Jess than the strain on the machinery at the 
present waterworks. 

Water is now being pumped into the city up 
an elevation of 310 feet, By this new system 
the main lift will be only 285 feet. 

This is another strong point, because the 
heavier the pressure naturally the more wear 
and tear on the machinery. 

All the details of this plan have been 
worked out and both Mr. Clayton and Mr. 
Richards are strong in their support of it. 

Today Mr. Richards and Mr. Clayton leave 
for Philadelphia, where they go to attend the 
convention of waterworks superintendents. 

They will carry with them maps and plans 
of this latest survey and plan, with a view of 
placing them before the engineer who 
constructed the Philadelphia and other great 
water-power waterworks systems, he having 
made himself familiar wirh the Atlanta situa- 
tion by a personal investigation some time ago. 

When Superintendent Richards and Engi- 
neer Clayton return, the. board of water com- 
missioners will meet and pass upon the plan, 
after which it will go to the council for final 
action.

Against 8S. A. Ryan. 


. Stephen A. Ryan is a mighty hard man to 
own.

His last victory was won in the supreme 
court of the state of New York yesterday.

The goods attached were valued at some- 
thing over $1,000, and the attachment was 
secured by Schloss to protect himself fora 
bill not yet due him by Mr. Ryan. 

Mr. Ryan was greatly surprised when he 
ascertained that his goods had been attached 
by the New York house. However, he was 
equal to the emergency, quickly giving a bond 
for the amount. 

Feeling himself outraged Mr. Ryan brought 
suit against Schloss & Co. for damage to his 
buisness, laying it at $100,000. 

This suit is now pending in the New York 
courts. . 

Thé trial of the attachnient suit was set for 
yesterday, and a few days ago Mr. Ryan left 
for New York. He was in the courtroom yés- 
terday morning when Judge M. J. O’Brien, of 
the supreme court, rendered the decision in 
his favor.

Of course the question naturally asserts it- 
self, would not the members of the depart- 
ment have to buy clothes if they were not on 
the police force, and it is also intimated that 
their clothing bill would be as much as citi- 
zens as it is as police officers.

HE SEEMS TO BE A MAN OF DUBIOUS 
RECOED. 


He Flourished for a Season in Macon, Where 
He Had a Favorite Son—How the 
Tell-Tale Letter Got Out. 


Macon, Ga., April 10.—{Special.]—THE 
ConsTITUTION today contained a special from 
Davisboro, reciting the particulars of a sensa- 
tional episode in which Elder John Minson, of 
the Wrightsville Christian church, was the 
central figure, and in which appeared that 
Minson had two wives.

A short time since Elder 'Minson removed 
from Macon, and people here had about for- 
gotten him, when he suddenly appeared on 
the scene again as the principal actor in the 
Wrightsville sensation.

Whereupon, he says, she raged and became 
furious, letting it leak out that the bond for 
the property was in her name, and she would 
sell and go to Africa. : 

In the absence of her husband, so the Dill 
says, she went into his trunk, got the bond 
for title and his best wearing apparel, and 
left.

HENDERSON, N. C., April 10.—[{Special.]—Colonel 
Burgwyn says that a short while before his visit to 
Atianta—as he afterwards learned—Messrs. Jen- 
kins and Hall had arrested Mr. Daingerfield, Mr.

They know 

that when the derocrats were fighting the 

iniquitous McKinley tariff bill Judge Crisp's 

Speech was stronger and more enthnu- 

Siastically applauded than perhaps any 

other speech on the democratic side 

during that memorable debate.

I had a talk with Judge Crisp, at his home 
this afternoon, about the attacks that have 
been made upon his tariff record and demo- 


**“Yes,I have seen the articles in The St. 
Louis Republic charging that Iam not at 
heart a tariff reformer, and hence not in line 
‘with my party on that question,” said the 
judge, inreplyto aquery. “I do not know 
the object of that paper in making such 
charges, unless it be to bring an issue into the 
speakership contest which does not exist, and 
to try and put me on the defensive. Such 
efforts cannot be successful, for my record has 
been unbrokenly and consistently that of a 
tariff reformer. Fromthe time I entered 
congress, and cast my first vote for Mr. 
Carlisle for speaker, until this hour, I have 
sympathized with and aided in every 
effort of my party to reduce taxation. 
I have given earnest and not 
reluctant support to all efforts in that 
direction. Every member of congress with 
whom I have served is fully aware of this. 
Not one such, I venture, can be found who 
entertains any doubt of my position. 

“JT am, and always have been, a tariff re- 
former. I hardly thought it necessary to say 
anything respecting this attack of The Repub- 
lic, but since you ask me, and since I have 
received a letter from a newly elected member 
of congress, in whichhe seems to think some 
denial is necessary for those not personally 
acquainted with me, and not familiar with my 
record, I have no objection to entering a de- 
nial of the charges.

days ago I wrote Mr. Watson that I would be 
@ candidate for speaker of the next house, and 
said to him that I would appreciate his sup- 
port. In reply he wrote me the letter which 
he has now published in The Alliance Farmer. 
On its reception I answered his letter, stating 
in substance that he had been misinformed as 
to my position, sent him a copy of a speech 
made by me in the house in’ May last on the 
subject of the tariff, and asked him to investi- 
gate for himself my record, and not to 
accept as a correct statement of my views on 
that question what might be said by The Re- 
public, which seemed determined to mislead 
the public as to my record. I have heard noth- 
ing from Mr. Watson since. I confess to some 
surprise that Mr. Watson shou!d have made 
public his reply to my first letter.

Mr. Chairman: There is no question in which 
the people we represent are more directly inter- 
ested, or in which they are more deeply concerned 
than in the question of taxation. kvery citizen 
feels, or ought to feel, that it is his duty to con- 
tribute so much of his substance, uch of that 
which he owns, 0 much of that whic longs to 
him, to the support of the government a8 is essen- 
tial for its economical and honest administration. 
He also feels, or ought to feel, that any claim that 
he should contribute more than this 1s unjust, and 
that any law requiring him to do so is oppressive. 
The power to take from the eitizen any part of 
that which is his own without pecuniary compen- 
sation and without his consent is only accorded to 
the state ; and where civilization and enlightened 
liberty exist the state itself is permitted totake 
sv much, and so much only, as is necessary to pay 
the debts and provide for the common defense and 
general welfare of the country. 

The ee po of the United States view with some 
alarm and much discontent the financial situation 
in which they find themselves; great wealth in 
the possession of a small class; laborers in manu- 
facturing establishments restleas and dissatisfied 
with theirearnings ; agriculture, foremost in mag- 
nitude and importance in our _ country, 
languishing, and millions of surplus money 
in the treasury of the United States. This 
condition, sir, has been brought about 
largely, if not wholly, by the unequal and 
unjust tariff laws imsosed — the people of the 
United States by the republican party. Every 
dollar of the millions which annually flow into the 
treasury of the United States is taken out of 
the pockets of the people of the 
United States. Our friends, the protectionists, 
talk about taxing foreigners forthe privilege of 
selling in our market in a way that indicates that 
— believe, or are trying to make somebody else 
believe, that it is possible and they have found a 
way of obtaining money for the gg of our 

overnment by coliecting it from the people of 

oreign countries, Onits face that proposition 
would seem to be absurd. Of course, no ordinarily 
intelligent man will question for a moment the 
fact that the people of the United States them- 
selves contribute every dollar that goes into the 
treasury of the United States.

From foreign countries there came to the United 
States during the fiscal year ending June 30, 1888. 
manufactured cotton goods valued at $28,917,799 
Before these goods could be entered and put upon 
the market here our tariff laws required the pay- 
ment of duties to the amount of $11,491,897.

facturer. His protection consists of putting @ 
burden upon the goods of his competitor which 
forces him to add the burden to the price, and 
thereby enables the American manutacturer to 
séll his goods at about the same price as the 
foreign article; thus the burden, which in both 
cases the consumers pay, is a tax as to foreign 
lobe and a “protection” as to home mantfac- 

Our tariff laws destroy or prevent foreign com- 
petition. They thus reduce the number of those 
who supply our market with such products; and 
as they diminish the number of those competing 
for the market, they also make it more easy for 
that number to combine with each other for the 
purpose of increasing the price of what they have 
to sell. Laws which reduce the number of those 
who may sell in a given market are in furtherance 
of combinations and trusts. The greater the nuim- 
ber of those who compete for a given market, the 
mo ga it is for them to combine to increase 

There may be combination where there is no 
restriction, but this general rule cannot be denied, 
that itis much more difficult to form combina- 
tions and trusts to increase the price of an article, 
where there is a large and unlimited number of 
its producers, than itis where the number of those 
who produce it is small and restricted. 

Our mapufacturers must pay a duty on the raw 
material they use. When they do this they cannot 
sell their goods in foreign countries in competi - 
tion with those foreign manufacturers who get 
free raw material. The foreign market, therefore, 
is denied; they must rely upon the home market. 
When thisis supplied, and as to some articles we 
make more now than we consume, the mill stops, 
or runs on half time, and the workmen either get 
only half wages, ornoneatall. Mostof our manu- 
facturers seem not to want a foreign market for 
their goods; the “American market for Ameri- 
cans” is their cry. 

Mr. Chairman, to constitute a market there 
must be buyers and sellers, The buyers of manu- 
factured articles in this country are numbered by 
millions, the sellers are numbered by thousands. 
The millions who buy want cheap goods, the 
thousands who sell want high prices. Left alone, 
the law of supply and demand would satisfactorily 
regulate prices in this market, but the thousands 
who sell do not want to be let alone; they wanta 
law which drives out many who want to become 
sellers, thus restricting the number of those who 
sell, and enabling them to get a higher price for 
their goods from the millions wuo buy. Naturally, 
the millions who buy are Americans—they must 
be. The thousands who sell may or may not be. 
The cry of the ‘‘American market for Americans”’ 
ineans, therefore, only that none but Americans 
ehall have the privilege of selling in the American 
market, 

Why should this be demanded if it did not 
enable the seller to get a higher price for his 
goods? And why, I ask, should this privilege be 
granted when its only effect is to impose an addi- 
tional and unnecessary burden upon millions of 
our people in order that some thousands may 
“reap where they have not sown.” 

= + * - 


The republican tariff law, after twenty-five years 
of effort, has not created a home market for the 
millions of farmers engaged in raising cor, and 
wheat, and cotton. Two-thirds of the raw cétton 
raised in this country finds its market in Liver- 
pooi. There it comes in competition with cotton 
made m4 the cheapest labor in the world, the coolie 
labor of India. The Liverpool market regulates 
not only the price of cotton there, but the price of 
cotton at home. The sameistrueof our surplus 
wheat and of our surplus corn, whben 
we can export it all. The tariff law 
furnishes to these no home market, and it affords 
to those engaged in their production no protec- 
tion against the competition of the pauper labor 
of Europe or of India. Who, then, reaps ad- 
vantage and wealth from our present enormously 
high protective-tariff laws? 

Ianswer, Mr. Chairman,a few manufacturers, 
who may be justiy termed a privileged class. 
Our present merciless tariff system does not create 
wealth, it only prevents its natural distribution; 
it takes from the many to enrich the few; it makes 
exactions, smal] in amount ffom each, from mil- 
lions of our people, which goes into the pockets of 
the few. Never until recent years have there been 
built upin this country such immense fortunes 
as exist here now.

Again, Mr. Chairman, our friends who advocate 
a high protective tariff tell us—Brother McKinley 
told us the other day—that all the vast railway 
systems which traverse this country owe their ex- 
istence to the protective tariff. There seems to be 
nothing on earth or under the earth which you 
gentlemen do not claim for your protective tariff 
system, except the distressed and impoverished 
condition of the farmers, which it has really 
caused; and you attribute that to something else. 
(Laughter. } 
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I say to him they the school to which I belong 
believes that the essence of justice and fairness 
in the collection of taxes from the people is equal- 
ity. If you can devise a system which will help 
everybody in the country then it might be 
called just. If the system you have devised 1s so in- 
inherently weak or so peculiar in its character that 
the millions of producers of cotton, the millions of 
producers of wheat, and the millions of producers 
of eorn can receive no benefit,but only injury from 
it, in God’s name, my friend, modify your system 
and adopt one under which they can have some 
sort of chance in therace of life. [Applause on 
the democratic side.] That idea seems not to have 
occurred to the ways and means committee. They 
are piedged, and say s0, to the principle of protec- 
tion. They offera sop to the farmer. They put 
a duty on his goods, when the truthis, and they 
know it, that no duty can do the raiser of corn and 
cotton and of wheat any good whatever. 

They bring ina billentitled “A bill to reduce 
the revenue and equalize duties on imports, and 
for other purposes.’’ The word “equalize” might 
seem to iinply that they believe equal advantages 
should be extended to all avocations and to all 
people. Notatall. Their idea of equality will be 
discovered in the bill. Itisto continue the un- 
om system which has already created a privi- 

eged class in this country, the system which 

enables a small class of persons to have entire 
control of our market, the system which enables 
this small number of people to combine and con- 
federate together to plunder and oppress the 
great body of the people. [Applause on the dem- 
cratic side.) 

Gentiemen on the other side contend that the 
question was fairly submitted to the people at the 
last election, and that they decided in favor of a 
tariff for protection. Il deny that. It is true that 
the republicans elected a bare majority of this 
house, but itis also true thata majority of the 

ecople of the country voted against you; besides, 

in the great agricultural states of the west and the 
northwest you appealed to and succeeded in 
arousing the apogee and the ah nage of the 
people to such an extent that large numbers of 
them were influenced by those feelings rather 
than aconsideration of the economic questions 
involved. Instead of discussing the tariff, you 
talked about the late war. 

Mr. Dolliver—We talked about it in lowa. 

Mr. Crisp—You were talking about the war and 
the southern brigadiers, and you were doing every- 
thing you could to keep the people from under- 
standing the realissue. [Applause on the demo- 
cratic side.) : 

When the Morrill tariff bill was passed it was 
passed as a war measure. Atthattime the gov- 
ernment needed immense revenues. An internal 
revenue law then imposed special taxes on all 
manufacturers, On notes, on bark checks and on 
almost everything else. As some compensation 
for these burdens, a very high protective duty was 
laid in the interest of the manufacturer. Years 
ago that class had sufficient influence over the 
legislation of the country to secure the repeal of all 
those internal revenue laws which imposed burdens 
upon them, and also sufficient influence to prevent 
the repeal of those laws which imposed burdens 
upon the farmers and other consumers of the 
country. Their burdensremain, and it is pro- 
posed fn the present bill to increase them. 

This question is not settled. This is not the 
first time in the history of the world when a class 
has appeared to triumph over the great body of 
the people. It is not the first time when privi+ 
leged classes have used the wealth unequal laws 
bad enabled them to acquire for the purpose of 
maintaining and perpetuating such laws. But, 
sir, the American people are intelligent. They 
understand this question now, They are begin- 
ning to understand the means that were used by 
the republican party to carry the last election. It

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THE CASE AGAINST EX-TAX COLLEC- 
TOR WILSON STILL CONTINUES. 


Witnesses Examined as to Checks Given by 
Mr. Wilson—Two Cases Before Judge 
Marshall Clarke. 
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The Wilson case moves on slowly. 

Mr. Parkhurst again took the stand in the 
case of the state vs. Wilson, and the cross 
examination proceeded. 

The cinhenk testified that about two-thirds 
of the entries on the receipt stubs were made 
by C. W. Wells. He did not remember to have 
found any entries on the stubs in Mr. Wilson’s 
handwriting that were not entered on the cash- 
book. 

The state offered in evidence the tax fi. fas. 
issued by the county commissioner's board on 
the finding of the examining committee of the 
grand jury. The defense objected on the 
ground that the finding was exparte. 

Judge Clark allowed the fi. fas. to go in evi- 
dence intimating that he would control the 
matter in his charge. 

Treasurer Payne then took the stand. He 
said the total amount of money paid in by the 
collector for 1886 was $64,784.98 ; of this 
amount $29,497.80 was for previous years. 
For 1887, the sum paid was $91,124.51. In 
1888, $65,536.64, only $3,200 of which was for 
that year. 

A number of witnesses were then examined 
as to checks given by Mr. Wilson signed ‘‘W. 
M. Wilson, T. C.”” A large part of these were 
found to apply to state and county matters 
and personal accommodations where the 
money had been returned These were ruled 
out. Others, which were shown to have been 
given in payment of private debts, were ad- 
mitted. 

Of the witnesses examined in regard to 
checks given, the most important was Mr. S. 
M. Peak, of the firmof Peak, Wilson & Co. 
Mr. Peak testified that the large number of 
checks given to him individually and to the 
firm were given in exchange for his or 
the firm’s checks, and the checks given 
Mr. Wilson in exchange for his check 
were paid. That when the business was 
closed about $3,200 was deposited in Mr. 
Wilson’s name, and checks might have 
been given then by Mr. Wilson to pay 
outside debts. "Witness said that at that time 
Mr. Wilson had resources outside of his office 
which yielded him a revenue of about $4,000. 

What his financial condition was now, was 
objected to, and the objection sustained. 

The evidence forthe state is not yet com- 
pleted and the case bids fair to occupy the 
time of the court for several days. 

The Atlanta Circuit. 

The case of Mrs. Eliza A. Moss against 
George A. Moss, E. A. Barnes, claimant, was 
before Judge Marshall Clarke. The case is an 
effort on the part of Mrs. Moss to collect, by a 
judgment, the alimony granted her in the case 
of Eliza A. Moss versus George A. Moss, suit 
for divorce. 

Mrs. Moss and a Mrs. Wheeler were part- 
ners ina millinery establishment, and from 
the allegations in the bill in which the di- 
vorce was obtained, Mrs. Wheelerand Mr. 
Moss also established a partnership. 

Mr. Moss disposed of certain property to Mr. 
Barnes, and Mrs. Moss desires to subject this 
property to her judgment. 

After the ease had occupied much of the 
time of the court, the levy was disinissed, 
because some of the necessary papers could 
not be found. The case will doubtless again 
be before the court.

They 
Pledged themselves to boycott such western 
Orother roads as paid commissions in joint 
committee territory, and to discharge their 
, OWD agents who received commissions. 
: Beveral of the western lines openly ignored 
the order, while nearly all the rest kept on 
paying commissions secretly. The Chicago 
and Alton was the open violater. This road 
makes a boast of commission paying, and it 
Wants everybody to know it. The Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy was another road 
Which was charged with violating the agree- 
ment by paying commissions secretly. The 
Burlington made no attempt to prove its inno- 
cence, and the other lines of the Western Pas- 
Senger Association sent telegrams to the 
board of rulings, demanding imme- 
diate assurance of protection against 
the commission paying Burlington, All the 
western roads promised to join in a boycott, 
but they wanted to fight the Burlington as 
well as the Alton. The board of rulings in- 
cluded the Burlington in the original draft of 
the resolutions, but after various threats 
against that road it was decided to omit it for 
the present. The only roads east of the Mis- 
sissippi river that refused to join in the boycott 
; were the Ohio and Mississippi and the Colum- 
bus and Hocking Valley. 

The declaration cf war made to Goneral 
Manager Chappel, of the Chicago and Alton, 
says: 

Your company having failed and declined to 
conform to the conditions which it has been ad- 
vised the lines in the territory of the joint com- 
mittee require to be observed in the control of the 
joint passenger traffic, you are hereby notified 
pursuant to the powers and autbority conferred 
upon the undersigned, that the former agency 
and authority of your company to sell tickets 
eastwardly over said oint committee 
lines is canceled, and that on and 
after Wednesday, April 15th, all tickets 
of all classes and baggage checks sold and issued 
by your line or by other lines eastwardly over your 
road, which tickets and baggage checks pass over 
joint committee lines, will be declined for person 
and baggage tendered by your company to our 
linés until you are otherwise notified. “On the 
same date the sale or acceptance of tickets and 
the issue of baggage checks reaching over your line 
westwardly wiil be discontinued by joint commit- 
tee lines. 

Speaking of this, a local railroad man said 
yesterday : 

“The trunk lines probably remember the 
eighteen months’ war that they waged against 
the Alton several years ago. The Alton came 
out ahead that time, and one of the presidents 
of the trunk line is said to have vowed that he 
would never engage in another boycott. There 
are lively times ahead, at any rate. The 

Alton can stand a fight better than any of its 
neighbors.”’

Mr. Chappell Talks. 


General Manager Chappell has given the road’s 
side of the story to a Chicago |reporter. 

“Asa matter of fact,” said Mr. Chappell, “we 
ceased paying commissions to eastern agents at 
the time the origina! order of the board of rulings 
went into effect, and we did not resume until 
Apri! ist. The only reason we did so then was 
because we learned, beyond question, that 
no:withstanding their denials, the ma- 
jority of the western roads were 
Still paying commisssons in the for- 
bidden territory.” Because ouF : general pas- 
senger agent issued acircular refuting a state- 
ment that we were opposed to the payment of 
cominissions, the eastern lines propose to divert 
business from our road. In other words we are 
to be boycotted for a mere declaration of prin- 
ciple which is in perfect accord with the agree- 
ment of the Western Passenger Association, of 
which we are a member. Of the notice sent by 
me to the board of rulings, I am informed that 
on April 15th the roads will cease to sell or ac- 
cept tickets reaching over our lines unless 
in the meantime they are advised by 
me that the Alton will concur with their 
requirements. They will get no such advice from 
me. The Chicago and Altonis in favor of the 
payment of a reasonable commission to ticket 
agents, and having always made public that opin- 
fon it cannot now consistently commit itself to an 
opposite policy. We managed to get along for 
about two years without the co-operation of the 
eastern roads, and I think we will contrive to live 
if this boycott is continued indefinitely. If the 
trunk lines are sincere in wishing abolish the 
system why don’t they discipline their own agents 
who accept commissions instead of jumping on 
the western roads which have an agreement allow- 
ing the payment of commissions? 

Doesn’t this last sentence strike at the meat of 


the matter? 
Huntington and the Agreement. 

In Sn interview in San Francisco, after the elec- 
tion of the old board of Southern Pacific directors 
with himself at the head, President C. P. Hunt- 
ington said the present transcontinental agree- 
ment was no bar to other companies building to 
California, as it was simply a traffic agreement; 
but it was a matter of $50,000,000 or $60,000,000 to 
building a competing line, and there was, after 
all, comparatively little tonnage to transport over 
long hauls. He stated that he was offered stock 
of the Oregon Pacific road at 10 cents on the dol- 
lar before leaving New York, but did not want it. 
He had made no purchases of Santa Fe stock for 
a long time, but had exchanged some of the orig- 
final St. Louis and San Francisco stock for reor- 

ized Santa Fe stock. Local changes had been 
nera!lly beneficial to the Southern Pacific 
ranches. Mr. Huntington said the company was 
only waiting for the right of way to build the pro- 
jected coast line in southern California.

More Applications for Blanks—Some Far- 
Vetched Cases—Two Pardon 
Applications.

ABOUT WIDOWS’ PENSIONS, 

About 400 pension claims have been received 
at the executive department to date, and of 
that number}{360—or about nine-venths—have 
been passed up. 

‘ They are coming in now at the rate of 100a 
ay. 

And still applications come in from the or- 
dinaries for more blanks. 

Fulton county got fifty more yesterday; 
Gwinnett wrote for twenty-five more, Walton 
for twenty-five, Sumter thirty, Chattooga fif- 
teen, Hebersham ten, Clarke twenty-five, 
Pickens twelve, Forsyth twenty-five, Wilkin- 
son ten. 

Of the applcations received an unexpectedly 
large per cent are clearly good claims. 

“In about nine-tenths of the cases examined 
so far,’’ said Captain Tip Harrison yesterday, 
the husbands were either killed in battle or 
died during the war.” 

Of course there are all sorts of cases—most 
of them tales of misery and suffering and sor- 
row. 

One application received yesterday, for ex- 
ample, was from a widow. who has resided in 
Georgia since 1801. She was married in De- 
cember. 1822. Her husband was a member of 
Company C, Twenty-seventh Georgia, named 
Riley Merritt. He performed active service in 
the army of Northern Virginia until the Ist 
day of October, 1863, when he dropped out, too 
exhausted to moveon. He was left by the 
roadside, and never heard of afterwards. 

Then there are widows who were brides of a 
few weeks or days only when their husbands 
marched off, never to return. 

The books this year will show more than 
4,000 cases entitled to pensions—widows- whose 
husbands died more than twenty-five years 
ago and who have never married again. 

Some few of the applications are made at 
hazard, apparently with no knowledge of the 
terms of the law. 

For example, the widow of John Shiner, of 
Worth county, goes on to say of her husband: 

‘While in such service he contracted lung 
disease, and from the effects of which he was 
never able to do a day’s work of manual labor, 
but by careful medical attention he lived until 
1889, when he was killed by lightning while 
out un the plantation, and trying to protect 
himself from rain by taking shelter under a 
tree.”’

water waylaid the road, and upon said Grif- 
fith’s return home from said trial, and with a 
knife cut his, the said George W. Griffith’s, 


throat.’’ 
She Has Reformed, 


Susan Rawlins, the wife of an engineer on 
the Richmond and Danville, has served eight 
months of a year’s sentence for violation of the 
special prohibition laws of Habersham county. 

A petition for her pardon was received at 
the capitol yesterday. It is based on the 
ground that she was only seventeen years old 
when the offense was committed, uneducated 
and ignorant.. She was sentenced to 
the penitentiary with no _ alternative— 
this is explained, on the other hand, 
by the fact that it was her second offense, She 
promised never to be guilty of another viola- 
tion of thislaw. She wants to ‘return to her 
husband and home, and lead a new and differ- 
ent life, and try to make a true and devoted 
wife.”” In another part she states that “her 
reformation is thorough and complete.”’ 

The prisoner is serving her time in the Ful- 
ton county chaingang. . 

Is He An Innocent Man? 

Application for pardon was received yester- 
day in the case of M. J. C. Stratham, nearly 
seventy years old, a long-time member of the 
Primitive Baptist church in Jackson county, 
under sentence for riot. 

It seems that a.man who was thought to 
have stolen some money from the old man, 
was whipped near Stratham’s house. 

The other parties indicted for the whipping 
and tried at the same time, could not swear to 
his absence and lack of Knowledge without 
confessing their own presence and knowledge 
of the whipping. 

So, unable to prove an alibi,the old man 
was convicted and sentenced to pay a fine of 
$300 or serve twelve months. It is repre- 
sented that. he is totally unable to pay the 
fine. 

_§$Since the trial, however, a2 man named 
Frank Robertson—who was not tried when 
Stratham was, though under indictment for 
the same offense—has turned state’s evidence. 

He swears that Stratham was not present at 
the whipping, and knew nothing about it.
